Fixes Terms for His Gift. 
~ Mr. Carnegie’s proposed gift to New York 

City, announced in a letter to Dr. John S. 

Billings, director of the New York Public 

Library, is as follows: 
| Our conference upon the needs of Greater New 

York for branch libraries to reach the masses of 

the people in every district have convinced me of 

the wisdom of your plans. Sixty-five branches 
strike one at first glance as a larg: order, but as 
other cities have found one necessary for every

Proposal Laid Before Mayor. 

G. L. Rives, secretary of the New York 
Public Library, by direction of the library 
trustees, immediately sent a copy of Mr. 
Carnegie's letter to Mayor Van Wyck with 
a letter, in the course of which he said if 
the city authorities favored the general plan 
the Board of Trustees would hold itself in 
readiness to cotjperate in every way possible 
in furthering the purposes of Mr. Carnegie's 
offer. 


Explains Plan for System. 


Dr. Billings further explains Mr. Carne- 
gie’s proposition in the following communi- 


Sation sent to the Mayor: 


“In the conferences referred to by Mr. 
Carnegie, the suggestions which I have made 
Telated mainly to a free public library sys- 
tem for the Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx. I have stated that such a system 
should include the great central reference 

on Forty-second street and Fifth 
avenue, about forty branch libraries for cir- 
culation, small distributing centers im those 
public school buildings which are adapted 
© such purpose, and a large traveling 
library system operated from the central 
building. Each of the branch libraries should 
comain reading-rooms for from 50 to 100 
adults and for from 75 to125 children. There 
should be ample telephone and delivery ar- 
‘engements between the branches and the 
Pentral library. 


a Will Cost $500,000 a Year. 
'-" To establish this system would require 
St least five years. The average cost of the 
Branch libraries I estimated at from $75,000 
to $125,000, including sites and equipment. 
The cost of maintaining the system when 
completed I estimated at $500,000 per year. 
The circulation of books for home use alone

Some of the data furnished Mr. Carnegie 
by Dr. Billings showed that Boston, with 
600,802 residents, has fifteen branch libraries 
8nd reading-rooms, and fourteen delivery sta- 
tions, and appropriates $288,641 for library 
purposes, being at the rate of over fifty cents 
per head of population. Chicago has 1,698,- 
975 Population, six branch libraries, and six- 
ty delivery stations, besides stations in the 
Public schools, and appropriates $263,397 for 

Purposes, being at the rate of 15 5-10 
©ents per head of population.

CITY AND TRUSTEES CLASH. 


Three complete schemes for the improve- 
ment of the Chicago River so as to pass 
the required amount of water through the 
channel without interfering with navigation 
were submitted to the Citizens’ River com- 
mission yesterday by the five experts who 
have been at work fortwo months. Twoside 
schemes of much importance were added to 
the experts’ report. Only a portion of the 
figures were ready on two of the projects, 
and the commission will. be called together 
again next week to. take up the various 
projects as a whole. 

There is certain to be a long debate before 
any one of the schemes is adopted. The plans 
of the experts appeared to be designed more 
to cover future work on a large scale than 
anything now within the means of the 
Drainage Trustees. 


Three Projects Offered. 

The first project provides for sending the 
entire flow of water through the river, which 
is to be widened and deepened to be capable 
of carrying all the water that can be got 
through the drainage canal below Summit, or 
700,000 cubic feet a minute. 

The second plan leaves the river enlarged 
only to permit the passage of boats 470 feet 
in length. Bascule bridges are to replace 
all center pier structures. Water required in 
excess of the river's capacity is to be taken 
through an inlet from the Calumet River. 

The third proposition makes the river 200 
feet wide and 24 feet deep, with aninlet at 
either the Summit or the Sag from the Calu- 
met. 


Will Delay Work Two Years. 

“It will be too late to do anything this 
session in the way of legislation,” said a 
member of the Sanitafy board after the 
meeting. ‘It may take weeks for the com- 
mission to decide upon some one of the three 
projects. Then we will have to take a good 
deal of time to discuss it, and the Legisla- 
ture will have adjourned long before we have 
Gefinite plans to offer, Plans for river tm- 


In the meantime we will do what we can to 
get along with the valley towns and the fed- 
eral government.” 


Widening the River Costly. 

A ‘branch of one of the projects provided 
for the widening of the river to 360 feet 
with a depth of twenty-four feet from the 
drainage canal to Sixteenth street and to 
800 feet with a depth of thirty feet from 
Sixteenth street to the lake. A map showed 
the immense value of the property’to be 
secured and buildings torn down to make 
such a channel. In view of the vast ex- 
pense of widening the river through the 
down-town region to the present width at 
Wells street it was deemed likely that the 
commission would confine the improvement 
to a channel 180 feet wide and twenty-five 
feet deep, capable of being navigated by 
vessels of 470 feet keel and fifty feet beam. 
Outside the removal of the tunnels this could 
be done at a comparatively small expense. 
The capacity of such a channel would be 
about 300,000 feet of water a minute. To 
obtain the extra amount of water required 
to comply with the drainage law, there 
would have to be a cut-off from the lake 
at some other point. , 

The experts suggested a cut-off at Six- 
teenth street, running from the lake to the 
South Branch at Seventeenth street, This 
would be on the south side of the street 
from the lake to Armour avenue, where it 
would tufn southwesterly to avoid the track 
elevation. It would be eighty feet wide, 
twenty-five feet deep, and 3,300 feet long. 
The bridges across it would be fixed. This 
plan stands no chance of adoption. 


Channel to Calumet Favored. 
An alternative plan tor bringing water 
from the Calumet to the South Branch by 
a channel to the west of the Towns of Hyde 
Park and Lake will be more favorably re- 
ceived and may be adopted by the commis- 
sion and the trustees, as it will not be ex- 
pensive in comparison with the widening of 
the main river channel. It is argued that 
property-owners would welcome this plan 
and it would provide for the disposal of 
sewage. 
In addition to this project for the Calumet 
region another is proposed that would sim- 
ply take care of the sewage of that territory 
without adding to the flow of water through 
the canal. 
A side scheme for the digging of a chan- 
nel from a point north of Evanston to the 
North Branch is wholly for the distant fu- 
ture. It will require a legislative enactment. 
Most of the territory drained is now outside 
the district. 


Judge Carter in the Chair. 


Judge Carter presided over the commission. 
The city was represented by Health Commis- 
sioner Reynolds, the Board of Trade by P. B. 
Weare, the Real Estate board by W. W. 
Baird, the River Improvement associatton 
by L. O. Goddard, the Drainage Trustees by 
Z. R. Carter, the Lake Carriers’ association 
by Captain J. G. Keith, and G. J. Brine ai:- 
tended to look after the interests of Armour 
& Co. Major Willard, United States engi- 
neer, was present, but explained that the 
War department would not allow him to 
serve formally on the commission. 


In Deadlock Over Bridges. 
The refusal of the city to issue a permit 
to the Sanitary District for the construction 
of new bascule bridges across the river at 
Main street and Ashland avenue will delay 
those improvements indefinitely. The San- 
itary Trustees awarded contracts for these 
bridges a month ago. Two week ago the 
Drainage board applied to the city for a per- 
mit to begin. work. President Jones was 
advised yesterday that the city would refuse 
to issue the permits unless the city was al- 
lowed to put its own inspectors on the bridges 
to supervise the work, the officials to be paid 
by the Drainage board. President Jones re- 
fused to consider this proposition, and no 


permit will be issued unless the city recedes

Well-to-Do Bring About Wretched 
Conditions Here, Then Leave Town, 
While the Helpless Working Classes 
Must Endure Bad Air and Streets, 


“In so far as the smoke nuisance is able 
it has made Chicago unfit for residence. It 
is the well-to-do who impose the nuisance on 
the people and the other classes suffer from 
it. The wealthy can leave the city if they 
want to and they are leaving it in great 
numbers—by dozens. They will not live amid 
smoke and dirty streets.’’ 

This statement of municipal conditions was 
made before the Judiciary committee yes- 
terday by Franklin MacVeagh, who, as Pres- 
ident of the Municipal Art league, advocated 
the passage of the new smoke regulations. 
After engineers, firemen, boilermakers, and 
others interested in the ordinances had dis- 
cussed their provisions the decision of the 
committee was postponed until next Wednes- 
day. 

“The smoke nuisance can be remedied,” 
declared Mr. MacVeagh. “ The use of an- 
thracite coal would be efficacious, but that 
is not necessary. Smoke is being consumed 
and can be consuméd. 8o long as the smoke 
nuisance continues it will be because the 
Council and the executive department of the 
city do not do their duty. Does the Council 
think it not worth while? Does the execu- 
tive department? 

“I think it is worth while and so does 
every man with the interests of Chicago at 
heart. This question is important from the 
standpoint of health, decency, and property 
interests, which are being sacrificed from 
time to time. 


Who the Guilty Ones Are. 

“One great obstacle to advance has been 
a misconception. The suppression of the 
smoke nuisance has been considered a mat- 
ter of the interest of the well-to-do, of 
taste, of estletics, and the subject of out- 
cry by the wealthy.” Then Mr. MacVeagh 
declared it was the well-to-do who are to 
blame. “ The common remark is that Chi- 
cago is not a fit place to live in,”’ he con- 
tinued. ‘I am loyal to Chicago, have lived 
here and intend to do so, im spite of the 
smoke. 

“I appeal’ to you for this reform in the 
name of the poor. Those are the men, wom- 
en, and children I am thinking of as Presi- 
dent of the Municipal Art league when I 
try to interest officials in this step. It is 
the poor man and his wife and child, who 
live in the river wards and whom even the 
lake wind does not benefit, whose battle we 
are fighting.” 


Three Plans Under Consideration. 

The committee had under consideration 
three measures; one to compel every en- 
gineer, fireman, or stoker to obtain a license, 
which may be revoked if dense smoke is 
produced; another to secure city inspection 
and record of all boilers put in, while Al- 
derman Brennan wanted the owner who per- 
sists in violating the ordinances compelled 
to use hard coal. ;

ON THE BOTTOM ONCE. 


Twenty-six Passengers Hold On 
for Life and Crowds of 
Spectators Line the 
Shore. 


TOWED INTO PORT AT LAST. 


Twenty-six passefigers on the Goodrich 
line steamer Indiana, bound from Chicago 
to Milwaukee, watched in alarm from 2 
o'clock yesterday morning until 4 in the 
afternoon while their craft, with its rudder 
gone, rolled helpless in the trough of a north 
gale off Racine. 

Once, in the early morning, the big wooden 


passengers realized they stood face to face 
with a shipwreck. At the critical monient, 
hewever, the steamer F. & P. M. No. 1 of 
the rival line, along with the steamer At- 
lanta, sister ship of the Indiana, came to 
the rescue and stood by till the disabled 
steamer drafted away from shore. The peril 
of the boat did not end then, however. From 
3 a. m. until after daylight it drifted help- 
less in a tremendous sea. Its anchors were 
unable to hold it. At times the waves dashed 
clear over its upper works. Had the wind 
veered toward the east nothing could have 
kept it from going on shore. | 

The steamer dragged its anchors all morn- 
ing before the gale, just outside of the 
breakers, but it did not strike again. At 
4 in the afternoon, when it had been blown 
five miles, it was taken in tow by the tug 
Meyers, which had been sent from Milwau- 
kee. The twenty-six passengers, worn out 
by their rough experience, hurried ashore at 
Racine and resumed their journey by rail. 
The Indiana will be towed to Milwaukee to- 
day and docked, if the sea goes down. 


Leaves Chicago with Big Cargo. 

The Indiana left Chicago on Thursday 
night at 8 o'clock with a big cargo of mis- 
cellaneous freight besides the passengers. 
Most of the latter were sailors bound for 
lower lake ports: Edward Raymond, a lum- 
berman of Eau Claire, and a Chicago travel- 
ing man named Kelly were also on the pas- 
senger list. Captain Edward Sniffen of Man- 
itowoc was in charge. _

FOUR INDIANS AND MANY 
WILD BEASTS ARE KILLED. 


Extraordinary Roundup Takes Place 
on Texas Ranch by Indians and Cow- 
boys—Many Exciting Encounters. 


El Paso, Tex., March 15.—[Special.]—In a 
roundup of wild animals that has just taken 
place on the cattle ranches of Colin Camp- 
bell, in Cachise County, a count of the dead 
animals showed the number killed to be 
twelve black bears, seven grizzlies, and nine- 
teen mountain lions, two lynx, and abouta 
hundred and fifty coyotes. 

Four Indians were killed by the beasts 
and several were injured. Dozens of dogs 
were killed. 

One hundred Indians beldnging to the Pima 
tribe and about twenty cowboys comprised 
the roundup party. They were aided by 
about two hundred dogs. 

Many of the animals, infuriated by the 
attacks of the dogs, attempted to break 
through the line, but were met with vyol- 
leys of bullets and shot down.

FEAR FOR LAKE STREET BRIDGE. 


Ice Above the Desplaines River Struc- 
ture Breaking Away and Watch- 
men Become Alarmed. 


The watchmen in charge of the street car 
bridge on Lake street over the Desplaines 
River were afraid last night that the bridge 
would be swept away before morning. Just 
above the bridge is a plat of ice three blocks 
long, and when the river began to fall at 
10 o’clock much of the ice broke away from 
the bank. Should the whole mass become 
detached it is feared that the bridge cannot 
be saved. The slough bridge at Madison 
street was chained to trees in, the after- 
noon, and the car company had men at work 


| all day breaking the ice. ; 


After 1 a. m. the boat sighted Racine light. 
The wind by that time had veered to the 
north and blew straight up the lake. | 

The change in the wind appeared to pile 
the sea up higher, and Captain Sniffen de- 
cided that it was too rough to put In at 
Racine. His determination was strength- 
ened by observing that the Barry line boat 
F. and P. M. No. 1, which had left Chicago 
at the same time, was also going to give 
Racine a wide berth. The two boats were 
then a mile apart. The Indiana passed the 


reached Wind Point, twa miles beyond, when 
there was a crash and a jar. 

There was excitement on the boat a minute 
later. It was found that the rudder had 
snapped off close tothe stem. Immediately 
the boat got into the trough of the waves, 
and in another moment it struck the bottom. 

Evidently the boat had struck a sand bank, 
for it scraped along om the bottom only for 
an instant and then came clear. 

By 4a. m. the Indiana had blown two miles 
and was just opposite Racine harbor, and at 
that time the Atlanta of the Goodrich line, 
bound to Chicago from Milwaukee, came in 
sight and steamed alongside. 


Hawser Parts at Once. 

The Captain of the Atlanta at first passed 
a hawser to the disabled craft. It broke al- 
most as soon as it was made fast: Then the 
Atlanta started for the harbor to summon 
belp, and secured the fish tug Emma Blouch- 
er. The sea was so bad then that a line 
could not be passed. 

The Indiana was drifting slowly south and 
away from shore. A telegram was sent to 
Milwaukee for the tug Myers, and the At- 
lanta gave up its effort. 

By 3 o'clock in the afternoon, when the 
tug Myers hove in sight, the Indiana had 
drifted almost two miles south of Racine 
harbor. The shore was now lined with ex- 
cited spectators. The waves had subsided 
enough so that the Myers was able to go 
close to the Indiana, and a line was passed. 
At 5 o’clock the boat tied up in the river. 
The Atlanta resumed its course to Chicago. 


SICK PRIEST REFUSED AT 
THREE CHICAGO HOSPITALS. 


Father Tinan Chill, Stricken with Pa- 
ralysis, the Police Say, Is Denied 
Admission for Treatment. 


Father Tinan Chill of Renssalaer, Ind., 
suffered a stroke of paralysis last night at 
10 o'clock while coming into the Polk street 
station. The police say they left the priest 
at the St. Elizabeth Hospital, but at an early 
hour this morning the clerk at the hospital 
said he had no knowledge of a Catholic priest 
having been brought there. 

When the ambulance arrived at the Polk 
street station the police found Father Chill 
in what was believed to be a dying condi- 
tion. They took him to Mercy, St. Joseph, 
and the Alexiam Brothers’ Hospital, but were 
unsuccessful in securing admission, it is 
said, because the places were crowded. 

The priest was left at St. Elizabeth's 
shortly before midnight, still unconscious.

Then they began their joyous celebra- 
tion and tried to make the new head feel at 
home. In this praiseworthy effort they 


brought out pitchers of water, which were 


poured through the transom of the profes- 
sor’s room. This deluge roused the professor 
from his sleep in a hurry. 

While the students were discharging re- 
volvers, blowing horns, shouting through 
megaphones, and slamming the doors, Pro- 
fessor Goodspeed was making plans to es- 
cape. From the evidences found by the jani- 
tor in the morning and the statement of the 
engineer at the power-house, Professor Good- 
speed tied his sheets to the window and thus 
improvised a rope by which he escaped to 
the ground. Trying to return to catch the 
culprits, he found the outer doors locked. 

He went to the boiler-room and was ad- 
vised by the engineer to climb the fire es- 
cape on the west side of Snell Hall. This 
he did, and the frightened and surprised 
students scattered before him and rushed to 
their rooms. Professor Goodspeed then left 
the hall for the night. 


Hang Out Sign of Welcome. 

Before the return of Professor Goodspeed 
in the evening the young men had strung a 
rope from his window to a lamp post in front 
of the hall. On it they hung a sign reading: 
* Welcome, Eddie Goodspeed.”’ 

Professor Edgar Goodspeed is the son of 
Professor T. W. Goodspeed, secretary of the 
Board of Trustees of the university and is 
professor of New Testament and Patristic 
Greek. He recently was appointed to suc- 
ceed Henry G. Gale, former head of the hall, 
who was married last January. 

Professor Goodspeed refused to have any- 
thing whatever to say about the prank yes- 
terday afternoon. 


THREE MEN PERISH IN A 
BOSTON NEWSPAPER FIRE. 


Flames Cut Off Escape of Employes of 
the Advertiser— ters and Editors 
Forced to Flee by Way of the Roof. 


Boston, Mass., March 15.—Three lives were 
sacrificed, nearly a dozem men were injured, 
and many thousands of dollars’ damage was 
sustained as the result of a fire in the Daily 
Advertiser and Record seven-story granite 
front building in Newspaper Row tonight. 
The dead are: 

CRAFT, JUDSON, proofreader, of Cambridge. 

LUSCOMBE, WALTER, proofreader, of Salem. 

RICHARDSON, JAMES, 5R., proofreader, of Bos- 
ton. 

The fire started in the pressroom, spread to 
the elevator well, and darted to the top of the 
building so rapidly that before the occupants 
of the two upper floors were aware that the 
building was on fire their rooms were filled 
with flames and smoke. 

In the editorial-room on the sixth floor 
there were five men. All hadto run for their 
lives. On the upper floor, occupied by the 
composing-room, were eighteen compositors 
and proofreaders, whose situation was most 
critical. They rushed for the windows lead- 
ing to the fire escapes, and all but three of 
them succeeded in gaining the roof of an ad- 
joining building. 

The. three victims, all proofreaders, were 
suffocated before they had time to reach the 
fire escapes. Those who escaped were obliged 
to jump several feet to the roof of the ad- 
joining building, and in this way a number 
of them suffered injuries.

Moreover, Germany will maintain an at- 
titude of strict neutrality in any contro 
versy between any of the powers over con- 
flicting interests in Manchuria. 

Such was the declaration in the Reichstag 
today by Count von Billow, the Imperial 
Chancellor, in. a speech in. which. he. pre- 
sented a bill appropriating 123,000,000 marks 
for the expenses of the German expedition 
in China, and in which he carefully re- 


| viewed the whole Chinese question. 


Utters Significant Warning. 

But in concluding his speech he uttered 
the following significant warning in answer 
to a question by the Radical, Herr Richter 

“If by ‘ world policy ’ is meant a tendency 
to interfere in matters which do not conm- 


cern us, I am a decided opponent of such, 


‘world policy.’ But that we must advance 
our interests in eastern Asia is a fact that 
has become historic. It was in that sense 
that I said three months ago that we must 
have our place in the sunshine. I say today 
that we will keep that place in the suf- 
shine, and not let ourselves be pushed into 
the shade.”’ 

Count von Bilow stated further that the 
Anglo-German agreement made no refer- 
ence to Manchuria, and that it contained no 
secret clauses. He declared that Germany's 
only purpose was to retain unimpaired her 
possessions and trade Interests in China, and 
he added that Germany’s relations with all 
the powers were cordial. | 


Germany Will Be Neutral. 

The Chancellor’s declaration is regarded 
in diplomatic circles here as a direct age 
surance that Germany will remain neutral 
in any controversy between the powers over 
the Province of Manchuria, in which British, 
Russian, and Japanese interests apparently 
conflict. 

In his speech Chancellor von Billow traced 
the deliberations of the envoys at Pekin, and 
then took up the question of Germany's rela- 
tions to the powers, referring to each ip 
detail.

MADDEN SOUNDS KEYNOTE. 


Hints on “how to make Illinois the greatest 
industrial and commercial State in the 
‘union ” were thrown out to a large number 
of the members of the Illinois Legislature 
jast night at a banquet given in honor of 
the Forty-second General Assembly at the 
Auditorium by the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association. The subject was discussed by 
both guests and members of the association,

His suggestion was amplified 
by the other speakers, who were as fol- 
jows: W. B. Conkey, George C. Rankin, 
Representative from the Thirty-fifth Dis- 
trict; Franklin MacVeagh; John C. McKen- 
zie, Senator from the Twelfth District; La 
Verne W. Noyes; Joseph P. Mahoney, Repre- 
sentative from the Thirteenth District; I. 
H. Rockwell; Thomas A. Rinaker, Carlin- 
ville, State Representative, and J. W. Tem- 
pleton, Representative from the Thirty-first 
District. 


Age of Progress, Says Madden. 

President Madden, after reviewing the 
natural advantages of Iflinois and referring 
to the necessity for mutual effort on the part 
of the municipal and State governments, 
made an appeal for legislation that would 
aid the industrial development of the State. 
He said in conclusion: 

“ Just taxation, economical administration, 
justice to all interests, discrimination against 
none will encourage the investment of cap- 
ital from every part of the union in the State 
of lilinois.

LEWIS ADAMS CONFESSES TO 
SWINDLE IN MANY CITIES. 


Former Resident of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., Arrested in Boston, Admits 
That He Has Worked Rich People of 
Boston, Buffalo, Cincinnati, Toledo, 

| and Other Places by Soliciting 
Funds for Charitable Institutions— 
Chieageo.Millionaires on His List, 


Boston, Mass:, March 15,—[Special.]—Lew- 
is V. R. Adams of Mont Clair, N. J., was ar- 
rested here late this afternoon by detectives, 
charged with forgery and obtaining money 
under false pretenses. Adams, when brought 
to police headquarters, broke down and con- 
fessed, telling how he worked almost every 
prominent charitable institution in Boston, 
Buffalo, Chicago, Cincinnati, Toledo, and 
Grand Rapids. 

According to his confession while in Chi- 
cago he solicited ‘“‘ donations” for the Home 
fpr Destitute Cripple Children, the Erring 
Women’s Refuge, and a woman’s club. Two 
millionaires are in his books for $1,000 each. 
The police say the book was filled with 
names. While in Chicago he cut quite a 
swath as “the shirt waist man.” Here are 
some of the institutions mentioned in his 
book which he worked: Woman's Club 
league, Fort Wayne, Ind.; Old Men’s Home, 
Chicago; Children’s Hospital at Buffalo, and 
the Ingleside Home, Ingleside, N. J. 


Found with Raised Checks. 

For the last two weel:s the police here have 
been flooded with letters from charitable in- 
stitutions stating that some unknown man 
was soliciting donations for them. Detec- 
tives were engaged, and they located Adams 
at a prominent hotel in the South End. When 
they entered the room he was fingering some 
checks. One check had originally been made 
out to him for $20 and was signed by Jo- 
seph B. Glover of this city, who gave that 
sum to Adams for the New England Home 
for’ Little Wanderers.

CRIMINAL SHOOTS A DEPUTY 
AN ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 


Joseph Goldstein Makes Break for Lib- 
erty at Duluth After Being Sen- 
 tenced and Wounds Officer.

Joseph Goldstein shot and perhaps fatally

Goldstein and Deputy Sheriff Randall fired 


‘three shots each, none of which took effect. 


When Goldstein’s revolver was empty he 
tossed it in the air and surrendered. When 
he was taken back to jail a crowd gathered 
and there were many threats of lynching. 
The deputies hustled him back into jail, just 
in time to avoid trouble. 

The bullet did not penetrate Magie’s skull, 
as was thought at first, but glanced from the 
forehead under the scalp and came out 
through the top of his head. : 

Goldstein is a well known criminal, hav- 
ing served terms in Boston, Albany, Toronto, 
and other places. Not long ago he held upa 
gambling-house at Virginia, Minn., and when 
he was about to be captured in a saloon in 
Hibbing held a crowd at bay with his revolver 
while he backed out of the room and fled.

Along the tracks of the street railway and north of them on Jefferson street are more than twenty-five holes in the pave- 
These holes, which are from five to twelve inches deep, just now are filled with mud and slush. Between the water holes 
and the track on the one side and the curb on the other side is a layer of mud varying in thickness from three to eight inches. 
Some of the holes, which are two or three feet in diameter, present constant danger to heavy teams. Pedestrians crossing Van 
Buren street at this point are compelled to wade through mud which is almost ankle deep.

“Tt is well for the interests of Mayor Har- 
rison and his campaign,’’ said a Chicago man 
who recently returned from a visit to a num- 
ber of other large cities, ‘‘ that most Chicago 

usiness-men are so busy they haven't much 

ime to look around. If they were traveling 
through other cities with time for observation 
they would come home to find that Chicago 
is the dirtiest, filthiest city in the world.” 

The weather conditions of the last few days 
have been such as to show up at greatest 
| disadvantage the condition of the city’s 
streets. it has been possible, indeed easy, to 
step in small pools of water on almost any 
crossing, even in the down-town district, 
which drench the shoes of men and women 
in a muddy slime in spite of the protection of 
rubbers. When snow falls it is dingy and 
almost black in six hours. 

When the streets are dry they do not apr 
pear so odious, but they are little less danger- 
ous. The litter often is swept into piles by 
the wind, but after the street has been so 
brushed and the dirt is left in a heap no one 
comes to take itaway. Then the wind veers 
again and throws the filth into the faces o 
pedestrians. 

People returning to the city after a trip to 
cities of this country, or, indeed, any other, 
are surprised to find to what a low point 
municipal uncleanliness has fallen. Many 
Chicago people have visited Havana this 
winter and there, although the city formerly 
was held the synonym of uncleanliness, they 
find the streets looking—by comparison with 
Chicago—like well swept floors. — 


“Awakening ” of the Mayor. 


After allowing the mud and slush, trash 
and filth to Ne thus unmolested in the streets 
all the winter, the Mayor awakened yester- 
day all of a sudden to the politica] possi- 
bilities in a big increase in the city’s pay 
roll as a help to his campaign. Accordingly 
the recently reinstated Superintendent of 
Streets, M. J.. Doherty, made a requisition 
on the Civil Service commission for 800 ad- 
ditional street laborers, representing as 
many votes. 

His scheme for the customary preélection 
padding of pay rolls was made difficult, how- 
ever, by a ruling of the Civil Service Com- 
missioners regarding the appointment of 
temporary men. Superintendent Doherty 
was ordered to show “ cause’’ for the ad- 
dition, and to continue showing ‘“ cause” 
each day he continued to keep the men on 
the rolls. 

In all, the Street department asked for 
1,400 men, but as 600 are at work now the 
increase was only 800. As such requestsare 
made just before elections and have come to 
be regarded with suspicion. 

The ruling was made that in the case of 
temporary appointments the head of the 
department must report to the commission 
at 5 o’clock the day before the men go to 
work, the number of men needed, and the 
character of the work intended to be done.. 
On the day after placing the men at work 
he must show cause for their continuance, 
and this must be repeated as long as the 
extra force is at work. The statement must 
be accompanied with, a detailed report as 
to the number of men employed and the 
average number needed. 

“There is always a plea that the men 
are needed, and we.cannot say that the 
privilege of temporary appointments is 
abused,”’ said Commissioner Ela, “* but just 
at this time it was thought wise to put as 
many precautions about the appointment 
of temporary men as possible.”’ 


Higher Bids Expected. 


At the public letting of street improve- 
ment contracts today, which will begin the 
spring work for the Board of Special Assess- 
ments, one of the results of bad county and 
city bookkeeping is expected to develop. Con- 
tractors are expected to raise their rates so 
that the.city will be unable to secure the 
improvement of streets at anything approach- 
ing the prices for which other improvements 
have been secured. 

The bids are the first to be opened for six 
months and it is the first opportunity there 
has been for a test. The estimates on the im- 
provements are $607,000, of which $550,000 is 
for street paving and $57,000 for sewer work. 
Thirty streets are to be paved, twelve with 
asphalt, nine with brick, six with macadam, 
two with granite, and one with cedar block. 
The more important streets or ‘‘ systems ’’ 
are as follows:

SAYS SIXTY PERISHED IN FIRE. 


Man, Suffering from Burns, Arrives at 
Mobile, Ala., with Story of Tur- 
pentine Camp Blaze. 


Mobile, Ala., March 15.—[Special.]—A tur- 
pentine camp across the bay in Baldwin 
County was burned early this morning and 
sixty people, mostly negroes, are supposed 
to have perished. As far as known F. C. Press- 
ler, who brought the news here, is the only 
man who survived. 

This is his story, which has not yet been 
corroborated from any source: . 

‘*I was awakened by the intense heat and 
the crackling of timbers around me. The 
whole earth seemed ablaze. I was sleeping 
near the door and instinctively rushed out 
into the open when I discovered what was 
happening. I didn’t take time to make a 
close inspection of the room. It was full 
of smoke, such as pine timber gives out, and 
I believe not one of my companions escaped. 

made a dash through the fire as soon as 
I grasped the situation. I was undressed, 
and the charred timbers on the ground 
burned my’ feet and the smoke almost choked 
me, but I kept running towards the swamp, 
kriowing I could escape if Ireachedit. More 
than once I fell, but managed finally to reach 
the swamp where I rolled in a pool of water. 
Then I fainted. 

“I do not know how long I lay there, but 
this evening I woke up. I knew must reach 
Mobile or die from my hurts. I made my 
way to a little landing, where the camp had 
several canoes, and rowed over here.” 

Pressler is of the opinion that the fire was 
started by three negroes who were run out 
of the camp yesterday morning. They were 
roughly handled before being allowed to 
leave, and he thinks they set fire to the woods 
for revenge. The negroes are not known 
here, but Pressler furnished a good descrip- 
tion of them and a posse has gone to Baldwin 
County to look for them. If apprehended 
they are sure to meet the fate bestowed upon 


their victims.

WILL DECIDE GRBRAR 


COUNCIL COMMITTEE TO REPORT 
TO FULL MEETING MONDAY. 


All Interests to Be Heard in the After- 
noon and Conclusion Reached—At 
Session Yesterday Peter B. White 
Sets Forth the Comprehensive 
Scheme and Judge Grosscup De- 
clares It Impracticable and Urges 
the Library Plans. 


All persons interested in the project of 
erecting a building for the Crerar Library 
on the lake front are to be heard by the 
Council Committee on Streets and Alleys on 
Monday afternoon and some plan will be 
agreed on for presentation to-the Council 
that evening. This was decided on yesterday 
after a session of the committee, at which 
Judge Grosscup, Peter B. White, and others 
had been heard. 

The desire for haste is inspired by the fact 
that the present Council has only two more 
meetings, after which it is followed by an- 
other Council, which can hardly act before 
the Legislature adjourns for two years. 

At the session yesterdy Mr. White pre- 
sented the elaborate plans which. men in- 
terested in a harmonious development of 
construction on the lake front have been 
stucying for six years, but Judge Grosscup 
pronounced the plans a dream which it would 
be impossible to realize. The federal Judge 
was present in the interest of the Crerar 
Library Building, and suggested to the com- 
mittee that the library building be given 
the space on Michigan. avenue, between 
Randolph and Madison streets. 

Judge Grosscup said it would be most diffi- 
cult to carry out the plans for all the build- 
ings, for the consent of every abutting prop- 
erty-owner from Park row to Randolph 
street would be required. 

‘The city hall building on the lake front 
is at present hardly in contemplation,’ con- 
tended the Judge. ‘‘ The Crerar Library is 
not only in prospect, but is tangible. We 
ask a site, nothing more.”

NOVELAY IN FEE INQUIRY 


EXPOSE THREATENED IN RBE- 
VENGE ON DISTRICT BILL. 


Steering Committee’s Rod in Pickle 
for Recalcitrants Likely to Stir Up 
a Tempest, It Is Said—Fees of Sheriff 
Magerstadt and Clerk T. N. Jamieson 
May Be Investigated—The Hearing 
Would Bring Up Matter of O’Gara, 
King & Co, Coal Contracts. 


Investigation of the administration of T. 
N. Jamieson, clerk of the Appellate Court, 
and of E. J. Magerstadt, Sheriff of Cook 
County, is threatened by the Republican 
steering committee at Springfield, and poli- 
ticlans think it might prove embarrassing 
to those two officials at this particular period. 
As an act of retaliation upon the Repub- 
licans who are charged with blocking the 
passage of the apportionment bills it is said 
that such an investigation would stir up a 
tempest of more than teapot proportions. 

The spectacle of an investigation of the 
offices of two prominent members of the 
Cook County Republican organization, in- 
stigated and conducted by Republicans, 
would be novel, at least. It is charged by 


Jamieson is collecting fees three or four 
times in excess of those allowed by law, and 
that Sheriff Magerstadt’s contract for feed- 
ing County Jail prisoners at 25 cents each 
a day is one that would make a hotelkeeper 
envious should all the facts relating to profits 
be made public. 

Aside from the interest that might be awak- 
ened by turning a white light on the affairs 
of the Sheriff and the clerk of the Appellate 
Court, the prospect is opened for an investi- 
gation of the dealings of O’Gara, King & 
Co., the firm which has been supplying low 
grades of coal to Cook County tutions 
and the Kankakee asylum. 


Profits in Dieting Prisoners. 


Sheriff Magerstadt is allowed $40,000 a year 
by the County board for dieting the prisoners 
committed to his care at the County Jail, 
or rather this amount is set aside by the 
commissioners to meet the Sheriff's charges 
at the rate of 25 cents a prisoner each day. 
If there is any part of the $40,000 appropria- 
tion left at the end of the year Sheriff Mager- 
stadt is free to use it as he sees fit. He has 
not been accused of turning any of the money 
back into the treasury. 

The records of the County Jail show that 
the total number of days for all the pris- 
oners during the fiscal year ending Dec. 1, 
1900, was 153,488. This number of days, mul- 
tiplied by the 25 cents which the county al- 
lows for each prisoner, entitles Sheriff Mag- 
erstadt to $38,371, or within $1,629 of the 
$40,000 appropriation. 

If Sheriff Magerstadt clears five cents on 
each prisoner he can write down $7,674 as 
his profits for one year, or if he can feed his 
boarders for 15 cents @ day he swells his 
bank account by $15,348. The labor of cook- 
ing the food for the prisoners costs nothing, 
as it is furnished by the prisoners them- 
selves, and the work is done in the jail 
kitchen, one of the best equipped in the 
country. The bread is bought already baked, 
but all the rest of the food is prepared in 
the jail. 

Sheriff Magerstadt gives bis boarders cof- 
fee and bread for breakfast, and bread and 
coffee for supper. For dinner the bill varies. 
Two or three times a week, it is said, the 
prisoners gét boiled meat of some kind with 
potatoes. There have been times when some 
other form of vegetable than potato was pro- 
vided, such as beans or lentils. It is the 
opinion of certain members of the House 
that this modest bill of fare can be prepared 
in wholesale quantities at considerably less 


than 20 cents. 
Fees of Clerk Jamieson. 


Clerk Jamieson of the Appellate Court ‘is 
in California and could not be interviewed 
yesterday concerning the charge that he 
is collecting fees from litigants in excess 
of those fixed by the statute. His clerks, 
however, denied the accusation. “ Our fees,” 
said one of the clerks, “‘ are fixed by statute. 
Some cases cost as high as $300 or $400 in 
fees."’ 

It was explained that while the average 
cost of a case in the Appellate Court at 
Ottawa, lll., was lower than in Chicago, the 
difference could be accounted for in the 
difference between the total number of cases 
handied and the character of the litigation 
involved. 

Attention was first called to the big prices 
O’Gara, King & Co. were receiving from the 
State for coal for the Kankakee asylum in 
an article in Tue TRIBUNE in December, 1900, 

lt was shown that during the four years 
Governor Tanner had “ Len’’ Small at the 
head of the asylum the coal supplied to the 
institution was no nearer to the contract 
specifications than that delivered to Cook 
County institutions. The difference in cost 
between the coal contracted for and that 
uelivered was estimated at from 60 cents 
to $1 a ton. Since the asylum requires over 
12,000 tons a year it is evident that the profits 
were large. 

The State has been paying O'Gara, King & 
Co. $2.50 a ton for so-called Duquoin coai. 
If such coal was delivered it was shown that 
the price was 35 cents a ton too high. More- 
over, the charge was madein Kankakee that 
Duquoin coal was not delivered. Employés 
of the Illinois Central railroad declared that 
the coal came from Pana and Springfield, be- 
ing a much cheaper grade.

MAYOR BATHS QUITS RAGE 


EVANSTON EXECUTIVE FINDS 
CONTEST TOO PERSONAL. 


‘Declares in Favor of His Former Sup- 
porter, Alderman James A. Patten, 
Against Alderman George E, Gooch 
Patten Remains in Race, Notwith- 
standing His Platform Was Based 
on Opposition to Mayor Bates for Al- 
leged Violations of Pledges. 


. Thomas Bates, Mayor of Evanston and the 
nominee of the late Republican convention 
of that Suburb for a second term in that 
office, withdrew yesterday from the spirited 
contest which now is going on and declared 
his intention of supporting Alderman James 
A. Patten in his struggie against Alderman 
George E. Gooch, the Democratic nominee. 
Mayor Bates attributes his withdrawal to 
the fact that the strife between himself and 
Yr. Patten over the.charges of broken faith 

resulting in the breaking of many close 
friendships. 

Mayor Bates announced his withdrawal 
yesterday morning to John A. Childs, Mr. 
Patten, and Joseph E. Paden at a meeting 
held in the office of Mr. Childs. Two years 
ago these men were the strongest supporters 
et Mr. Bates and he appointed Mr. Paden 
Corporation Counsel as soon as he took his 
office. They were alienated from him shortly 
afuer his renomination, when it became 
known that he had promised politicians from 
the Third Ward to appoint Abel A. Allen in 
place of Mr. Paden if he should be elected. 
Mr. Patten and Mr. Childs, who are the lead- 
ers of the Republican party in Evanston, an- 
nounced that Mayor Bates had declared his 
intention of running for the purpose of re- 
taining his old appointees in office, and they 
used his action as an excuse for withdrawing 


their support frpm him, 
Patten Seeks Bates’ Defeat. 


Mr. Patten became an independent can- 
didate for Mayor on a platform the cardinal 
principle of which was “ Defeat to a nomi- 
nee who has broken ante-convention prom- 
ines to remain unpledged as regards munici- 
pal appointments.”’ 

It is as yet hard to say what the exact 
result of Mr. Bates’ withdrawal will be, but 
it is thought that it willincrease the chances 
of Mr. Patten, who has decided to stay in 
the race in spite of the fact that he entered 
it only for the purpose of defeating Mayor 
Bates.

MUNICIPAL VOTERS’ LEAGUE SAYS 
FRANCHISES MUST BE FOUGHT. 


Statement Contends That Principal 
Grants toe the Traction Companies 
Expire in 1903 and That the Ninety- 
nine Year Act Is Being Employed as 
a Blind—Pledge Which Aldermanic 
Candidates Will Be Asked to Sigu— 
Fight on “Ea” Cullerton. 


Through its. Executive committee the Mu- 
nictpal Voters’ league last night issued a 
Statement declaring the street railway fran- 
chise problem the “ paramount issue”’ of 
the present city campaign. It is held that 
tew of the franchises are subject to the 
ninety-nine year act of 1866, thus having 
life until 1958, and that the principal fran- 
chises expire in 1903. 

This decision ts based chiefly on the report 
of the special committee of the City Council 
which investigated the problem shortly after 
the franchise extension battle in the Council 
three years ago. The league made public, 
too, the pledge dealing with the franchise 
question which each Aldermanic candidate 
will be asked to sign. 

The formal statement, addressed to the 
public, says in part: 

Let no one be deceived as to the importance of 
the approaching eleetion. The rumored intention 
of the street railway companies to rely upon the 
ninety-nine year act of 1865 and not to ask an 
extension of their franchises during the next two 
years is the flimsiest sort of a ** blind.’”’ It should 
deceive nobody. 

The street railway question is the paramount ts- 
sue in this campaign. All the principal fran- 
chises expire in 1903. There is even no serious 
pretense that this ninety-nine year act applies to 
most of them. 

This election will largely determine whether 
they will be renewed by the “‘ gang’’ or by able 
and honest representatives of the public interésts. 

The league’s platform or pledge which 
each Aldermanic candidate will be asked 
to sign declares that al) Council committees 
should be organized on a non-political basis, 
that appropriations should be limited to ac- 
tual necessities, and that all franches and 
special privileges should be granted only 
upon full compensation therefor. The fran- 
chise provision then follows: 

I believe that the following conditions should 
apply to all grants or extensions of street railway 
franchises: 

The terms shall in no case exceed twenty years; 
all franchises to a given corporation shall expire 
at the same time; no franchise for branch lines 
shall run beyond the time when the franchise for 
the main line expires. 

The city shall receive a fair percentage of gross 
receipts. 

Fares for the crowded hours of the day shall be 
reduced. 

The Council shall retain power to make rea- 
sonable regulations of the service. 

The city sha}l have the right to acquire ownership 
of the lines at the end of the grant for a price rep- 
resenting the fair value of the tangible property of 
the companies for ratiroad purposes. 

All franchises shall provide for uniformity and 
publicity of accounts. 

The companies shall expressiy waive all claim 
of rights under the so-called ninety-nine year act.

Mayor Harrison’s administration will be 
the subject of the Republican campaign | 
* text book,”’ which will be issued early next 
week. Every branch of the city govern- 
ment and the manner in which it has been 
oe will be held up for public inspec- 
tion.

At the time 
of the accession of Edward VII. all the mem- 
bers of Queen Victoria's Privy Council were 
sworn in afresh, as technically spéaking, her 
Privy Council came to an end with her de- 
mise, Owing to Lord Pauncefote’s absence 
from England it was impossible to admin- 
ister to him the oath which would have con- 
tinued him as a member of the council, and 
in consequence thereof King Edward hms 
been obliged to appoint him afresh, and he 
will be sworn in the first time that he goes 
to England. 

The appointment of the Hon. Sydney Gre- 
ville as private secretary and treasurer to 
Queen Alexandra indicates that she harbors 
no ill feeling whatsoever to the family of 
which the Harl of Warwick is the chief. 
Sydney Greville is a younger brother of Lord 
Warwick, and likewise of Lady Eva Dug- 
dale, who was in this country a few weeks 
ago and who is the favorite lady-in-waiting 


» of the Duchess of Cornwall and of York. 


Another brother, the Hon. Alwyn, Was equer- 
ry to the late Duke of Clarence.. 

Sydney Greville is an exceedingly discreet 
and tactful man, the most striking tribute to 
his qualities as such having been the fact 
that he was able to hold simultaneously thie 
position of private secretary to the Premier, 
Lord Salisbury, and of equerry .in attend- 
ance upon King Edward as Prince of Wales. 
Queen Alexandra was credited at one mo- 
mént with a pronounced aversion for the 
Countess of Warwick—an aversion which 
extended to the latter’s family. This sensi- 
ment would seem to have entirely disap 
peared, since otherwise her Majesty, who 
has a strong will of her own, would never 
have consented to the appointment of Syd-. 
ney Greville to a post of such Intimacy and 
importance as that of her private secretary 
ami treasurer. 

An important announcement made by the 
Secretary of State for War in the House of 
Commons the other day, and which seems to 
have escaped popular attention, is to the 
effect that every officer in any way responsi- 
ble for a surrender during the war in south 
Africa is to court-martialed precisely in 
the same way that the commander of any 
man-of-war that runs aground, or fs lost or 
injured, is deprived of his sword until he has 
been cleared by a court-martial of all blame 
in connection with the matter. Through- 
out the recent war there has been a popular 
clamor for the application of this rule of the 
navy to the army, and that every officer 
either defeated or responsible for a sur- 
render should be held to account. The de- 
mand has now been granted, and while all 
defeats that have taken place have been 
made the subject of courts of inquiry, every ‘ 
case of surrender is being dealt with by 
court-martial, 

Prince Henry of Orleans, who was referred 
to a few weeks ago in the Spanish Cortes as 
disqualified by his conduct from becoming 
the husband of the Princess of the Asturias, 
whose hand he sought in marriage, has left 
Europe on a trip round the world, which, 
commencing with China and Japan, is te 


| eomprise an extended visit to this country, 


which he expects to redch via San Francisco 
towards the latter end ofthe fall. He would 
be warmly welcomed in the United States 
as the eldest son of that gallant Duke of 
Chartres, who served on the staff of Genera! 
McClelland during the civil war, were it not 
for the many scandals in which he has been 
involved, scandals sufficiently serious to 
blind people to his exploits as an explorer 
and to have led to his being disinherited by 
both his grandfather, the Prince of Join- 
ville, and by his granduncle and godfather, 
the late Duke of Aumale, who at one time 
proposed to make him his heir. 

He has been remarkably attentive to sev- 
eral American heiresses alike in Paris and 
in the south of France. But they have all 
ended by fighting shy of him in consequence 
of his unsavory reputation, alike in money 
matters and in questions relating to the fair 
sex, while even his courage has occasionally 
been called into question, owing to his atti- 
tude in comnection with his duel with the 
Count of Turin and his failure to demand sat- 
isfaction either from his fellow-explorer, 
Bonvalot, who denounced him to his face as 
a coward, as a liar, and as dishonest, or 
from two or three other well known men, who 
had subjected him to personal violence in 
consequence of his behavior. With ali that, 
he is good looking, talks most interestingly 
and agreeably, and is related to many of the 
reigning houses of Europe. He accepted 
the Cross of the Legion of Honor from the 
late President Faure, thereby recognizing 
the republic, and is not a “‘ royal highness,” 
nor is he on good terms with his equally dis- 
reputable cousin, the Duke of Orleans. 

The promulgation of the decree of excum- 
munication against Count Tolstoi, reported 
in the cable dispatches a few days ago, was 
called forth by a remarkable letter which the 
Ceunt recently addressed to the Czar, in 
which he denounced in the most unmeasured 
terms the state church of Russia, repudiat- 
ing a number of its dogmas, describing it as 
reeking with corruption, profligacy, and 
bigotry, and declaring that it was such as 
to drive each year many thousands of re- 
ligious and loyal subjects of the crown to 
seek their spiritual welfare in other de- 
nominations denounced and persecuted as 
heretical by the imperial authorities.

MORE ACTIVITY IN THE MARKET. 


Total Sales at New York Exceed 1,250,- 
OOO Shares, with Irregular Up- 
ward Price Movement. 


(BY E. W. HARDEN.) 

NEW YORK, March 15.—[{Spectal.}]—There 
was more than the usual activity in today’s 
stock market. Total sales exceeded 1,250,000 
shares, which is in excess of that shown on any 
day for more than a month, and the list of stocks 
traded in was the most extensive fer some time. 
As a rule prices moved upward, but this was not 
without irregularity, the result of extensive profit 
taking. The steel stocks today were again devoid 
of interest, but there was considerable activity 
shown in some of the other industrials. 

Sugar and the tobacco stocks were actively trad- 
ed in, although in the case of sugar sales were 
mainly at a decline from yesterday's prices. The 
Tobacco stocks were in good demand at advancing 
figures. American Tobacco gained 2% points, the 
early trading showing a gain of more than 3 points. 
Continental Tobacco common sold up 1 point and 
the preferred 2 points, and these figures represent- 
ed declines of % point in each instance from the 
day's high figures. . | 

As has been the case during the trading of the 
last few weeks, the railroad issues were in the 
greatest demand, and as a rule the greatest net gain 
was shown in this class of securities. Burlington 
was the leader in point of activity and it was again 
the fashion in Wall street to tell of pending nego- 
tiations which will result in Burlington being ac- 
quired by another company. Union Pacific, Penn- 
sylvania, and Northern Pacific, and Great North- 
ern working jointly were each credited with de- 
signs on Burlington, the street giving the prefer- 
ence to the Union Pacific story. Burlington sold 
up today to 155%, the record price on the present 
movement, closing at 154%, a net gain of 2% 
points. The trading was in excess of 85,000 
shares. 

Illinois Central was dcgive and strong, the gain 
amounting to 3% points and transactions being in 
excess of 17,000 shares. There was unusual ac- 
tivity in the securities of Chicago Terminal to- 
day, the common selling up 1% points and the pre- 
ferred 1% points, on transactions reaching 30,000 
shares. 

A combination between Wabash and Wheeling 
and Lake Erie is in prospect, and Wheeling and 
Lake Erie is to build into Pittsburg, which will 
give the Wabash a portion of the enormous coal 
and iron tonnage originating in Pittsburg and 
destined for the West, which now goes almost 
exclusively to the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore 
and Ohio. It is said Mr. Carnegie is interested 
in the deal and that he is to furnish the money 
to be used for the building of the connection be- 
tween the present lines of Wheeling and Lake 
Erie and Pittsburg. 

Wabash securities were again active today and 
Wheeling and Lake Erie was also traded in in fair 
volume. While Wabash stocks were not marked 
up in today’s trading, the debenture B’s were not 
only active but strong. Quotations advanced from 
61% to U4, closing at 62%. It is given on good au- 
thority there is a plan under consideration to re- 
tire the debenture A’s and to fund the B’s into a

HEAVY DEALINGS IN 


Transactions in Wall Street Exceed | 


$8,000,000 Par Value—Invest- 
ment Buying Is Large. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NEW YORK, March 15.—[Special. ]—The 
prominent feature of today’s security mar- 
kets was the magnitude of the investment 
buying. Dealings in bonds were the largest on 
any day since the Presidential election, being in 
excess of $8,000,000 par value. While a large pro- 
portion of the transactions were in issues that are 
generally regarded as of a speculative character— 
notably in Wabash debenture Bs and Mexican 
Central first and second incomes—there was 
also a large and well distributed business 
in the investment issues. The greatest activ- 
ity in these was in Erie general lien 4s, Fort 
Worth and Denver City firsts, Central of Georgia 
consol 5s, Chicago Terminal Transfer first 4s, 
Mexican Central consol 4s, Union Pacific con« 
vertible 4s, Minneapolis ‘and St. Louis first re- 
funding 4s, Wheeling and Lake Erie consol 4s, 
and Wisconsin Central first 4s. Some of these 
sold at the highest prices yet recorded for them. 

The demand for Wabash debentures is unques- 
tionably for the purpose of controlling the prop- 
erty, but other issues reflected investment buying 
pure and simple. The market for Chicago Termi- 
nal was influenced by the certainty that the earn- 
ings of the property will be largely increased by 
the alliances which can be made over to the com- 
pany by the interests which have recently secured 
control of it. 


The transactions in stocks were in excess of 
1,200,000 shares. The increase in the trading was 
due in part to larger dealings in the industrial 
group, notably in sugar refining and American 
Tobacco. The last named was exceptionally 
strong at a net advance of 2% percent. The move- 
ment in this stock, as well as in Continental To- 
bacco shares, is based on prospects that the two 
companies will acquire control of the Havana 
Commercial company. Sugar Refining, after ad- 
vancing early in the day, declined 2 points and 
closed fractionally lower than yesterday. 


Interest in the railway list was most pronounced 
in Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, which ad- 
vanced to 155%, the highest price recorded for it 
in recent years, and at a fractional reaction from 
the best figure it closed 3\% points higher than last 
night. 

Regarding this movement, it can only be re- 
peated that the market for the stock reflects a 
steady accumulation of the floating supply by 
capitalists identified with the management of the 
company and by others who are seeking to be- 
come influential in directing the policy of the 
corporation. 

There was a revival of activity in Northern Pa- 
cific common and in Union Pacific common, but 
without effect upon the prices of either stock. 
The most pronounced movements were in a num- 
ber of the usually less active issues, notably Illi- 
nois Central, the Chicago Terminal common and 
preferred, particularly the last named; Chicago, 
Indianapolis and Louisville common; Chicago and 
Alton common, Canada Southern, Mexican Cen- 
tral, St. Joe and Grand Island second preferred, 
and Wheeling and Lake Erie issues. 

Prospects of an announcement relative to a 
new issue of Great Northern preferred stock stimu- 
lated trading in that security. 


The street is beginning to discover the possibili- 
ties of stocks which have heretofore not received 
much attention. This explains the activity in 
Mexican Central and Chicago Terminal issues. 
The possibility of closer connections between the 
Mexican Central and some one of the Southwest- 
ern trunk lines, together with the excellent traffic 
returns, has directed attention to Mexican Central 


securities.
